Division over fire station plans 

Roster ignites 
war of words 


A WAR of words 
has broken out 
between Labour 
and Plaid Cymru in 
the Llynfi Valley 
over plans to change 
the rostering at 
Maesteg Fire 

Station. 

When the issue came 
up at Maesteg Town 
Council, Coun Keith 
Edwards, who also sits as 
a Labour borough coun¬ 
cillor, said that the South 
Wales Fire Authority 
consists of 24 members 
who represent the 10 
council areas served by 
the authority. 

He reported that the 
political break-down of 
the authority was nine 
Labour, six 

Conservatives, four Plaid 
Cymru, Three Liberal 
Democrats and two 
Independents. 

He stated that the 
Liberal Democrats, Plaid 
and Conservative mem¬ 
bers had banded together 
in a coalition to run the 
authority and he claimed 
that they were driving the 
self-rostering plan for¬ 
ward. 

Bridgend is represent¬ 
ed by Labour members 
David Sage and Clive 
James. 

Coun Edwards told the 
town council that Coun 
Sage had written to the 
chief fire officer with 
concerns about the new 
system being proposed 
for Maesteg and a few 
other stations, which 
could see firefighters 
working four consecutive 
24-hour shifts in a week. 

He asked for the poli¬ 
cy to be suspended until 
the authority has had 
talks with the Fire 
Brigades Union, but has 
received no response. 


The authority is due to 
take a decision on the 
plans on September 27. 

Coun Edwards main¬ 
tained: “There’s a con¬ 
sortium of three political 
parties driving this 
through, yet Plaid Cymru 
have a petition against it 
in Maesteg. They are 
petitioning against some¬ 
thing that their members 
on the authority are sup¬ 
porting.” 

But his claim has been 
rejected by Plaid Cymru 
councillor Malcolm 
James, who insisted that 
the party was totally 
opposed to the proposal: 

“The on-line petition 
is being organised by 
Coun Danny Clarke who 
did not want to make it 
political. He was 
approached for support 
by the firefighters in 
Maesteg and agreed to 
help them in the fight.” 

Coun James said he 
was disappointed that the 
Labour Party was mak¬ 


ing this a party political 
issue: “This is something 
that is above party poli¬ 
tics,” he said. “It’s about 
the well-being of fire¬ 
fighters who are being 
asked to be in work for 
96 consecutive hours. 

“That is appalling. 
And it is also about the 
safety of the people of 
the valley who need ade¬ 
quate fire cover.” 

Coun James felt that 
Labour could not claim 
that the Plaid Cymru 
members on the authority 
were supporting the plan 
when no vote has been 
taken on it yet. 

“This is political 
shenanigans. We are 
clear that in Maesteg we 
are totally opposed to 
this,” he added. 

The town council has 
decided to oppose the 
proposals and is writing 
to all members of the 
authority.

Recorder Roger Britton said: 
“I have taken into consideration 
everything said on your behalf. 
You appreciate that this was a 
serious matter. 

“Generally, you are well 
behaved and hardworking, but 
you are going to have to be care¬ 
ful in the future.” 

Prosecutor David Thomas said 
that at about 10.10pm on 
December 12, Mr Edwards 
picked up his wife at Pyle station 
after she had visited Swansea. 

Walking home, he saw Burnell 
arguing with his girlfriend and 


said: “Come on mate, there’s no 
need for that.” 

With that, said Mr Thomas, 
Burnell punched him in the face. 

Burnell denied the allegation 
and said he had acted in self 
defence. 

His counsel Heath Edwards 
said: “People are very concerned 
to see him in this situation. He is 
the first to understand that he 
could face prison. 

“But there are significant posi¬ 
tive features in his background. 
He didn’t go out looking for trou¬ 
ble that night. 

“The incident was short-lived, 
the injuries unpleasant. It was 
certainly not premeditated.

Plaid Cymru AM 
accuses Vale Council 
of ‘hoarding’ council 
tenants’ rent money 


THE Vale Council 
has defended itself 
after being accused 
of “hoarding 
around £10 mil¬ 
lion” in its housing 
revenue account - 
cash that can only 
be spent on council 
house repairs. 

The charge came 
from Plaid Cymru 
Regional AM Chris 
Franks, who wants to 
know why this cash is 
not being spent on vital 
housing work on some 


of the council’s 3,950 
homes.. 

The Plaid AM said, 
“It is right to have some 
funds in reserve to cope 
with unexpected spend¬ 
ing. However, this is a 
huge sum. At the same 
time there is a repairs 
backlog that needs 
addressing.” 

Mr Franks said that 
his calculations suggest¬ 
ed that the reserves in 
2008 were £6.2 million, 
increasing to £7.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2009, and £10m 
in 2010. 

He said: “Therefore,

over this period there 
has been a growth of 
nearly £4 million.” 

Mr Franks said that 
he feared that the failure 
to spend the money was 
tied in with the council’s 
plan to transfer its hous¬ 
ing stock to the proposed 
Heritage Coast Homes 
organisation - a plan 
that is currently subject 
to consultation. 

Tony Jaques, the Vale 
Council’s head of public 


housing services, con¬ 
firmed that money in the 
housing revenue account 
was “ring fenced” and 
could only be used to 
pay for services to coun¬ 
cil tenants. 

He added that the 
council currently spends 
a minimum of £3m each 
year on providing 
repairs and maintenance 
to its 3,950 council- 
owned homes, and then 
a further £2.7m per year 
on major improvements 
such as replacing central 
heating systems or pro¬ 
viding double glazed 


windows. 

However, Coun 
Franks said that it was 
wrong to let the account 
increase. He said: 
“Tenants have paid this 
money and it’s wrong to 
leave properties in poor 
conditions. 

“It seems to me that 
the Vale Council should 
be pumping money into 
the local economy now, 
and not wait for years 
before doing anything. 

“With unemployment 
a problem, there are 
builders crying out for 
work.” 

He said he suspected 
that the reason for letting 
the cash build up, was 
that it would make the 
council’s housing stock 
more attractive in the 
event of the transfer 
going ahead. 

However, Tony 
Jaques said that the 
Welsh Assembly’s 
Welsh Housing Quality 
Standard (WHQS) pro¬ 
gramme meant that 
more “non-mainte¬ 
nance” cash needed to 
be put aside - although 
he declined to specify 
the amount. 

He said: “Over the 
past few years, the coun¬ 
cil has prudently put 
aside some of its non¬ 
maintenance monies in 
preparation for the 
WHQS programme 
commencing. 

“In the event of ten¬ 
ants saying no to trans¬ 
fer, this money will be 
used in its entirety to 
support WHQS. 

“In the event of ten¬ 
ants voting in favour of 
transfer, this money 
remains as an asset to 
the council and will off¬ 
set the impact of trans¬ 
fer. Money has not been 
set aside to fund any 
campaigns.” 


Llantwit war veteran is TV’s 
Monte Cassino battle expert 


A LLANTWIT MAJOR 
man was featured recently 
in a popular BBC TV pro¬ 
gramme - and his contri¬ 
bution brought back 
memories of one of the 
most fiercely-fought bat¬ 
tles of World War Two. 

The programme was the popu¬ 
lar Who Do You Think You Are?, 
where celebrities trace their fam¬ 
ily history, and the August 16 
edition featured the Spooks actor, 
Rupert Penry-Jones. 

Bob Clarke from Boverton 
was the local man who appeared, 
as the production crew took the 
actor on a journey through his 
family history. 

Bob was chosen to guide the 
actor through the part played by 
his grandfather, who served at 
Monte Cassino - a bloody cam¬ 
paign where the Allied forces 
tried to break though heavy 
German fortifications, as they 
fought their way from the south 
of Italy to the north. 

The programme had discov¬ 
ered that the actor’s grandfather 
had served as a doctor in the 8th 
Army Indian Division Medical 
Corps. 


As Bob had served in the cam¬ 
paign, and also because he is a 
member of the Monte Cassino 
Society, he was asked to explain 
the conditions faced by the sol¬ 
diers to Rupert Penry-Jones. 

Monte Cassino has a particular 
resonance, because the battlefield 
was dominated by a historic 
monastery on the summit of 
Monte Cassino, which Allied 
troops came to believe was a per¬ 
fect vantage point for the 
Germans. 

Even to this day, the question 
of whether the Germans used the 
monastery to help their campaign 
is a controversial subject. 

Eventually, the Allies bombed 
the monastery, and the arguments 
over whether this was justified 
are still not resolved. 

Bob Clarke’s contribution to 
the programme, however, centred 
on what the conditions for sol¬ 
diers were like, and on how the 
medical corps would have coped. 

He was able to tell Rupert 
Penry-Jones that his grandfather 
would have had to exhibit great 
bravery on a daily basis, as they 
treated and rescued casualties 
under the German guns. 

However, the filming proved 


to be long and complicated for 
Bob, because the first date for 
filming in Italy was postponed 
because of the ash cloud. 

As a result, it was May before 
Bob could fly to Italy, and then it 
was a whistle-stop trip, leaving 
Llantwit Major on a Wednesday 
morning, and then flying from 
Heathrow to Italy. 

After an overnight stay, he 
was driven to Cassino on the 
Thursday, and briefed on what 
would happen on the filming day 
on Friday. The production com¬ 
pany had hired a restaurant over¬ 
looking Cassino for the filming, 
which took almost three hours. 

What Bob had not expected 
was the high temperature. He 
said: “It was a hot day anyway, 
but the TV lights made it so 
much hotter. It was quite stagger¬ 
ing.” 

After the filming, Bob had 
nothing but praise for the film 
crew. He said: “The entire crew 
were fabulous, especially Noa 
Snowdon, who accompanied me 
to Italy. 

“Rupert Penry-Jones made me 
feel very relaxed in what could 
have been a very stressful situa¬ 
tion.”

New owner of Old 
Brewery uncovers 
a treasure trove! 


MEMBERS of two 
local pool and darts 
leagues could be 
reunited with long 
lost trophies - after 
they were discov¬ 
ered by the new 
owner of the Old 
Brewery public 
house. 

The pub, in Eglwys 
Brewis Road, has been 
closed for around five 
years, and was recently 
bought by Dave Boyter, 
who has plans to convert 
it into a hotel and restau¬ 
rant. 

It was when Mr 
Boyter was looking over 
the property that he dis¬ 
covered a collection of 
trophies, dated between 
1994 and 2005. 

He was wondering 
what to do with them 
when, one evening, he 
popped into the nearby 
Carpenters Arms pub. 

Quite by chance, he 
struck up a conversation 
with Stuart Mackie, a 
regular at the pub, and 
told him what he had 
found in the Old 
Brewery. 

As Stuart is the new 
chairman of the Llantwit 
and District Pool League, 
and a former regular at 
the Old Brewery, he 
knew exactly what they 
were. 

He told The GEM: “In 
fact, I tried for about six 
months to collect them 
when the Old Brewery 
closed. 

“I rang the owners but

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had no luck at all getting 
through to anyone who 
could help.” 

In time, Stuart forgot 
about the lost trophies - 
until his chance meeting 
with Dave Boyter. As a 
result, a meeting was 
arranged to officially 
hand over the treasure 
trove. 

There are trophies for 
the local darts league, 
and also for the pool 
league. 

Judging by the dates 
of the silverware, some 
had been won in the 2005 
season, and were proba¬ 
bly still awaiting collec¬ 
tion by the winners when 
the pub closed. 

Also in the collection 
are a number of personal 
tankards. One commem¬ 
orates ‘ Tony’s First Half 
century' , while another is 
inscribed ‘To Dad on 
your 50th, from Chris 
and Linda'. 

Another says ‘To 
Roger the Dodger from 
all the mob at C & G 
Bridges'. 

Intriguingly, there is a 
1966 trophy to the 
RAFC, for the ‘ Head of 
the River Race’. 

Stuart said: “I can 
return most of the tro¬ 
phies to their rightful 
owner by checking the 
records. However, the 
personal items are going 
to be a bit more diffi¬ 
cult.” 


Dave Boyter, who is a 
builder, has bought the 
Old Brewery through his 
company, Paddle Homes, 
and he told The GEM: 
“My original plan was to 
redevelop the building as 
a 14-room hotel. 

“However, since I 
have learned more about 
the history of the Old 
Brewery, I think it could 
have potential as a her¬ 
itage attraction. 

“I have had talks with 
the Assembly’s tourism 
unit, and there may be 
grant aid available for 
that.” 

He explained that it 
might be one of the 
Vale’s oldest breweries, 
dating back to 1906, 
when it was called, so he 
understands, The Old 
Eagle Brewery. 

He said: “Tourism 
officers have suggested 
that we could open a 
micro brewery and a 
brewing heritage centre 
as well, so that is a possi¬ 
bility. It would link in to 
plans to develop 
Llantwit’s history 

tourism 

“The next round of 
grant applications is due 
to be decided on in 
October, so I should get a 
decision then.” 

He added that if the 
heritage grant aid was 
not forthcoming, he 
would revert to the origi¬ 
nal plan for a hotel.

Police commissioner plan gives

T HE floor in 
the spare 
bedroom is 
covered in piles of 
documents and 
reports for me to 
tackle as part of my 
summer recess 
reading. 

The largest pile is 
made up of defence 
papers, including books 
about Afghanistan and 
Pakistan, defence and 
security briefings, indus¬ 
try magazines and papers 
for the defence commit¬ 
tee. They are ready for 
the Parliamentary debate 
on September 9 on UK 
Armed Forces in 
Afghanistan. 

The second largest 
pile contains reports 
from health-based chari¬ 
ties. As chair of the All 
Party Suicide and Self 
Harm Group, I have 
reports from the Royal 
College of Psychiatry to 
read and the replies from 
the Department of 
Health to questions I 
submitted prior to the 


EST was contracted 
by the Vale Council 
to operate four bus 
services to the Vale 
Show.

Having read the con¬ 
sultation and papers 
from numerous sources I 
don’t know why the idea 
of commissioners is 
being proposed. UK 
crime is at an all-time 
low; the British crime 


extra vehicles. 

The timetable was 
set and designed by the 
Council and not EST, 
and stated that long 
delays may occur.

We were the sixth 
most improved force in 
the UK for overall crime 
and for violent crime, as 
well as the most 
improved force national¬ 
ly for sexual offences.

authority are trained to 
take on a wide variety of 
roles from performance 
and financial monitoring 
to collaboration with 
other agencies on issues 
such as counter terror¬ 
ism, protection of vul¬ 
nerable people and seri¬ 
ous and organised crime. 

The police authority 
sets policing priorities 
following consultation 
with the public. Targets 
are set for reducing and 
detecting crimes and a 
police budget agreed and 
added to the local 
Council Tax. For 2010- 
11, the budget for South 
Wales Police is 
£257.3million. 

In my surgeries and in 
meetings with the pubic 
and local organisations, I 
have never heard a call 
for a change in police 
structures. So what is 
being proposed? 

Police authorities will 
be replaced by directly 
elected police and crime 
commissioners. 

Basically, each force will 
have a single elected 
commissioner who will 
do the work of the cur¬ 
rent police authority 
members. 

This will place a huge 
amount of power in the 
hands of one person, so 
as a check to this power 
there will be a new 
police and crime panel 
(PCP) drawn from local 
councillors and inde¬ 
pendent members. 

The PCP will advise 
the commissioner on the 
police plan and budget 
and can request that the 
commissioner be investi¬ 
gated where there are 
allegation of misconduct. 

Instead of a police 
authority, we will have a 
police commissioner, 
plus a police and crime 
panel. 

How much is this 


going to cost at a time of 
alleged financial austeri¬ 
ty? South Wales Police 
have already faced a 
budget cut of £2.6 mil¬ 
lion, yet it is proposed to 
spend an estimated £50 
million, not on front line 
policing, but on electing 
a new layer of highly 
political and power 
intensive bureaucracy. 

Why will the post be 
political? Those who 
wish to stand for election 
as police commissioner 
must either be personally 
wealthy, have financial 
backers or be funded by 
political parties. 
Organising an election 
campaign covering the 
whole of the South 
Wales Police area is nei¬ 
ther cheap nor simple. 
There is a high risk of a 
great deal of police con¬ 
trol being in the hands of 
one person and one 
political party. 

How much the police 
commissioner will be 
paid is not detailed in the 
consultation document. 
The 19 police authority 
members cost around 
£213,000 in allowances, 
travel and subsistence. 
The new post will be 
highly paid, plus there 
will be the new police 
and crime panel to fund. 

I cannot see how 
replacing 19 people from 
across the police force 
area with one individual 
will increase accounta¬ 
bility. I fear the politici¬ 
sation of the police with 
power concentrated in 
one individual.

Maesteg fire 
station to be 
downgraded? 

- TOWN COUNCIL WARNING 


Report by

MAESTEG is in 
danger of losing 
its second retained 
fire appliance and 
the station could 
be downgraded as 
part of drastic 
cost savings being 
considered by the 
South Wales Fire 
Authority. 

That’s the warning 
from members of 
Maesteg Town Council, 
who have heard presen¬ 
tations from the authority 
and from the Fire 
Brigades Union which is 
fighting proposed 
changes in rostering at 
the station. 

The council heard a 
presentation on the 
changes from Kevin 
Barry, deputy chief fire 
officer and were also 
given an analysis of the 
financial crisis facing the 
authority, with a need to 
save more than £10m 
over three years. 

The council also 
received a delegation 
from the Fire Brigades 
Union with Mark Watt, 
chairman of the south 
Wales branch, and 
Ciaran Gibbons, who is 
based in Maesteg. 

Mr Barry outlined the 
brigade’s proposal to 
introduce self-rostering 
at Maesteg and two other 
stations - New Inn and 
Penarth. 

Under this scheme, the 
number of full time fire 
fighters based in 
Maesteg would drop 
from 28 to 12 or 13. 
Instead of having four 
watches of seven who 
work two day shifts, two 
nights (42 hours) and 
then have four days off, 
the new system would 
see five officers on duty 
for 24 hours at a time. 

They would do a 12- 
hour day shift and then 
have a 12 hour stand 
down, sleeping at the sta¬ 
tion. They would be sub¬ 
ject to being called out 
during that time if an

emergency arose. 

The system would 
mean that they would 
work an average of three 
and a half shifts a week 
which is 84 hours. They 
would be able to work up 
to four shifts in a row, 
but no more than that 
would be permitted. 

The self-rostering sys¬ 
tem would mean that the 
staff would choose them¬ 
selves how to work the 
hours necessary and they 
could introduce flexibili¬ 
ty to suit their circum¬ 
stances. Out of the 12 or 
13 staff, only five would 
be required to be on duty 
and the rest would be off. 

Only volunteers 
would be rostered in this 
way. Others who wish to 
stick to traditional 
staffing rotas, would be 
transferred to other sta¬ 
tions. 

However, Mr Watt 
said that this system was 
being opposed by the 
union and its members 
because there were fears 
that it would be rolled 
out across the brigade, 
despite assurances given 
by Mr Barry that only the 
quietest stations would 
be able to work this way. 

He said that the major¬ 
ity of stations would be 
unable to introduce this 
new rota because of the 
volume of calls they deal 
with. 

Mr Watt said that peo¬ 
ple could be at the station 
for up to 96 hours a 
week. He said that the 
fire service had been 
opted out of the working 
times directive en masse 
because it was classed as 
a civil defence service. 

He said that since Mr 
Barry had been in 
Maesteg, a further station 
at Ebbw Vale was being 
listed as being suitable 
for the self rostering. 
There were fears that this 
number would grow. 

He stated that union 
members had voted for 
industrial action in 
protest at these plans. 

Talks have taken place 
with senior managers 
who say that there have 
been expressions of 
interest from some staff 
at the three stations and 
they would need 36 peo¬ 
ple in total to implement 
the new system. 

The meeting heard 
that the South Wales Fire 
Authority will be making 
a decision about whether 
or not to bring in this 
new system at its meet¬ 
ing on September 27. In 
the meantime, consulta¬ 
tion is taking place in 
each of the affected 
areas. 

Mr Watt said that the 
union had come up with 


some cost saving propos¬ 
als: “We are not unrealis¬ 
tic. We know the sort of 
financial climate we are 
in. We know we have to 
take a hit but we will not 
work 96 hours a week.” 

He claimed that the 
consultation was a sham 
and the decision had 
already been made. 
Contracts for the new 
rostering system were 
ready to sign so that it 
can start on January 1. 

He warned that mem¬ 
bers had initially voted to 
take industrial action 
short of a strike but went 
on: “It may mean that we 
have to take strike action 
because nobody is listen¬ 
ing to us. Our backs are 
against the wall. It’s 
about our members not 
having to work this shift 
pattern. 

“The gloves are off - 
that’s what our members 
are telling us.” 

Mr Watt feared that it 
would be hard for the 
authority to sustain the 
new system with volun¬ 
teers only and it would 
be hard for members to 
resist pressure to work 
the new system. 

“They are changing 
things. At first it was 
only three stations, then 
last week it was Ebbw 
Vale as well. Now they 
are talking more. We 
know that there are more 
stations to come. It will 
affect the resilience of 
the authority to deal with 
major incidents.” 

Coun Phil White said 
he was concerned about 
the possible reduction in 
front line cover in 
Maesteg and asked if 
alternative ways to save 
money by cutting back¬ 
room staff were being 
considered. 

Mr Watt said that sug¬ 
gestions have been made 
but the managers are tar¬ 
geting the front line staff. 

If 48 jobs were 
removed from the estab¬ 
lishment, these were 
“bums sitting on seats in 
fire engines.” 

Asked about the secu¬ 
rity of Maesteg’s second 
fire appliance, which is 
manned by a retained 
(part time) crew, Mr Watt 
said that all second 
pumps were under 
review and none were 
safe. 

Mr Gibbons said if the 
authority does not get the 
volunteers they need to 
man the self rostering, 
they could downgrade 
the Maesteg station. 

“We have to stop self 
rostering, or the long 
term future of Maesteg 
fire station is under 
threat,” he warned.” 

Coun White com¬ 


mented that Maesteg was 
the second largest town 
in the county borough 
and downgrading the sta¬ 
tion would be very wor¬ 
rying. 

Mr Watt pointed out 
that the three stations 
chosen for self rostering 
were not selected at ran¬ 
dom but were picked 
because of the number of 
calls they received. 

Ultimately, the cover 
provided by the station 
was under threat which is 
why their campaign 
needs to be backed by 
the community as a 
whole. 

“We are fighting for 
our members now but the 
next fight will be for 
public safety. There’s a 
real possibility that 
across south Wales sta¬ 
tions will close or be 
downgraded.” 

Coun Keith Edwards 
warned that the second 
appliance review was 
based on location, levels 
of activity and it has to 
match the risk profile in 
a given area. 

“Maesteg has low risk 
and low activity,” he 
said. “I think our second 
appliance is in grave 
danger of being taken 
out. 

“Our response as a 
town council should be 
based on the need to pro¬ 
tect the people of 
Maesteg and surrounding 
areas. 

“We need to keep the 
station fully manned and 
keep the second appli¬ 
ance in place.” 

Coun Bill May felt 
that the council should 
write to the chair of the 
authority, the vice chair¬ 
man and the chief fire 
officer with its views. 

“We must state that we 
see the need to keep two 
pumps in Maesteg,” he 
added. 

Coun Gareth Howells 
said that the letter should 
go to every member of 
the authority who repre¬ 
sent the seven local 
councils that lie within it. 

“Whatever their politi¬ 
cal complexion, they 
cannot hide behind the 
fact that they were not 
contacted if they have 
each had a letter. If 
something goes wrong in 
the future, it’s important 
that it is on the record 
that this decision is detri¬ 
mental to the people of 
Maesteg. 

“We must also make it 
clear we oppose self ros¬ 
tering and that changes 
must be negotiated and 
not imposed.” 

It was agreed to write 
to all fire authority mem¬ 
bers plus AM Janice 
Gregory and MP Huw 
Irranca Davies as well 
as First Minister Carwyn 
Jones.

Mountain 
biking ruled 
out in Maesteg 


MAESTEG Town 
Council has expressed 
disappointment at the 
findings of a feasibility 
study into the develop¬ 
ment of cycle trails in 
the Ogmore, Garw 
and Llynfi Valleys. 

The report, which was 
jointly funded by BCBC 
and the three valley com¬ 
munity councils, found 
that the Garw had the 
best terrain and opportu¬ 
nities for creating trails 
with some limited devel¬ 
opment possible in the 
Ogmore Valley. 

However, it ruled out 
developing any in the 
Llynfi valley for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. 

Coun Terry Mizen, 
who attended a meeting 
called to discuss the fea¬ 
sibility study’s conclu¬ 
sions, reported that con¬ 
cern was expressed about 
the high use of off-road 
motor cycles in Maesteg 
which would be difficult 
to control, and would 
create maintenance prob¬ 
lems and damage to the 
trails. 

He said that each trail 
costs up to £125,000 to 
create, so it was difficult 
to see how any could be 
provided in Maesteg fol¬ 
lowing the report’s con¬ 
clusions, but he reported 
that the BMX track 
planned for Caerau was 
welcomed and would 


provide a valuable facili¬ 
ty for the whole area. 

Mountain biking is a 
growing hobby in the UK 
and the adjoining Afan 
Valley has become a cen¬ 
tre of excellence, attract¬ 
ing visitors from all over 
the UK and beyond. It is 
listed in the top 10 areas 
in the world. 

The new trails planned 
for Garw would link up 
over the mountain with 
the Afan Valley and 
could attract up to 
200,000 visitors a year. 

Coun Mizen told 
Maesteg councillors that 
it was a disappointing 
report, but he did not see 
how things could be 
developed further. 

“They are saying a 
full-blown cycle track 
would not be viable,” he 
added. 

Coun Keith Edwards 
commented that the 
council was asked to pay 
towards the feasibility 
study, but the valley was 
now being left out in the 
cold. 

Coun Mizen said that 
Bridgend county as a 
whole had missed out on 
mountain bike opportuni¬ 
ties which have gone to 
Neath Port Talbot and 
Rhondda Cynon Taff 
Council areas. BCBC 
was in a catch-up situa¬ 
tion and was hoping to 
link up with centres else¬ 
where.

Students are taught 
in 68 ‘temporary’ 
borough classrooms 


THERE are 68 tem¬ 
porary buildings in 
use at the 66 nurs¬ 
ery, infant, junior, 
primary, secondary 
and special schools 
in Bridgend county 
borough. 

Coun David Unwin 
posed a question at the 
last full council meeting 
about the condition of 
these mobile classrooms 
and asked if they are fit 
for purpose.

and Kenfig Hill areas 
were inspected in 2009. 

Any problems identi¬ 
fied result in surveyors 
checking them out and 
then regular inspections 
take place. 

Work is carried out to 
extend their life and they 
are treated the same as 
the main buildings in 
terms of health and safe¬ 
ty issues. 

The statement added 
that structures are not 
always immediately 
removed because of the 
cost. It can cost £20,000 
to remove one unit. If the 
school is being redevel¬ 
oped, the removal of 
these units is included 
within the capital cost of 
the scheme.

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Temporary 
car park plan 
at Sandy Bay 
caravan site 


TEN years after the 
last caravans were 
thrown off Sandy 
Bay Caravan Park 
in Porthcawl by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, 
BCBC has come 
forward with a new 
use for the site - as 
a temporary car 
park. 

Thousands of pounds 
in revenue has been lost 
by the council since the 
caravan site was closed 
because the land was 
needed for the Porthcawl 
regeneration scheme. 

But more than a 
decade on, the land 
remains a wilderness 
and the regeneration 
scheme has yet to get 
under way because the 
proposed development 
of the caravan park for 
new houses is on the 
back burner because of 
the recession. 

The council decided 
last year to re-phase the 
regeneration so that 
building a new super¬ 
market on the Hillsboro 
Place car park and 
across the link road to 
Salt Lake car park would 
take priority and this 
phase is now being pro¬ 
gressed. 

By taking out both car 
parks, the council has 
been left with a dilemma 
about how to provide

parking for both shop¬ 
pers wishing to visit the 
town centre, and the 
thousands of day trip¬ 
pers who come to the 
resort and especially to 
Coney Beach. 

The solution that the 
council has come up 
with is using part of the 
Sandy Bay site as a tem¬ 
porary car park for up to 
1,000 cars and 25 coach¬ 
es. The consent will last 
for five years. 

The car park will be 
used while work is under 
way to build the new 
Tesco supermarket on 
Hillsboro Place. Car 
parking is to be provided 
at that site as part of the 
project. 

The Sandy Bay site 
covers 15 hectares but 
the car park will only 
need 2.5 hectares. It will 
be covered in fine gravel 
and existing roads will 
be used to access the site 
- along Rhych Avenue 
and also Mackworth 
Road, alongside Newton 
Primary School. 

However, this access 
will be limited to week¬ 
ends and other times 
when the school is not in 
use, because of safety 
fears expressed by the 
school about the safety 
of the children.

Car valeting 
business can 
stay trading 


A CAR valeting 
business in 

Porthcawl has won 
the right to stay 
trading. 

A planning applica¬ 
tion from Mr J Collett 
for a change of use from 
stables to car valeting at 
Jubilee Farm, Jubilee 
Gardens has been grant¬ 
ed by Bridgend planners. 

A petition opposing 
the plan was submitted 
by some residents of 
Jubilee Gardens. 

They opposed the 
application on the 
grounds of possible pol¬ 
lution to the countryside 
from chemicals, prob¬ 
lems with increased traf¬ 
fic and parking prob¬ 
lems. 

Residents also allege 
that car repairs and sales 
are being carried out 
from the site. 

Planning officers have 
investigated the objec¬ 
tions and state that there 
is no evidence to prove 
that cars were being 
repaired on site. 

They are valeted and 
then taken elsewhere for 
sale. 

The committee was 
told that the application 


was retrospective as the 
use of the buildings has 
commenced. 

The application was 
received after the coun¬ 
cil started an enforce¬ 
ment investigation. 

A previous applica¬ 
tion for the same use was 
rejected in April because 
of issues to do with the 
Landscape Conservation 
Area and because of 
access problems. 

The new application 
has an amended bound¬ 
ary which avoids the 
LCA and the access will 
be via Jubilee Farm and 
not a stone track behind 
houses. 

The building in use 
has been found to be in a 
reasonable state of repair 
and does not need any 
alterations. 

Although located in 
the countryside, the site 
is adjacent to one of the 
main routes into town 
and the location is 
acceptable. There are no 
highway objections. 

Planners recommend¬ 
ed granting the applica¬ 
tion as it complies with 
council policy and did 
not adversely affect visu¬ 
al amenities or privacy 
for neighbours. 


residents have objected 
to the proposal. They 
were concerned about 
increased traffic levels in 
the area posing a risk to 
pedestrians; congestion, 
air pollution, noise, dust 
and litter. There were 
also fears that the car 
park will be used by joy 
riders and there will be a 
loss of privacy. 

An objection was also 
raised because the car 
park will not provide 
easy access to the town 
centre for people wish¬ 
ing to shop there, espe¬ 
cially elderly motorists. 

There were also con¬ 
cerns that the plan does 
not include any provi¬ 
sion for overnight 
camper vans despite the 
fact that these vehicles 
often stay there as there 
is no provision for them 
anywhere in Porthcawl 
since Sandy Bay was 
closed down. 

The development 
control committee heard 
that there were no high¬ 
way objections to the 
plan. Part of the pro¬ 
posed car park will be 
close to houses in 
Mackworth Road and an 
overflow area is close to 
houses in New Road but 
it was not considered 
that there would be any 
loss of residential 
amenity. 

Officers do not 
believe that the scheme 
will cause any increase 
in anti-social behaviour 
in the area. 

There is no plan at the 
moment to introduce 
park and ride facilities 
although these are 
referred to in the Unitary 
Development Plan. 

Access to the car park 
will be controlled by 
gates. The new car park 
will not be brought into 
use until either the 
Hillsboro Place or Salt 
Lake car parks have 
been closed to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Special signage will 
also have to be in place, 
including those telling 
motorists that only the 
Rhych Avenue access 
can be used on week¬ 
days.

Bridgend town 
centre to have 
‘new lease of life’ 


A £9million regen¬ 
eration programme 
to transform 

Bridgend town cen¬ 
tre has been given 
the go-ahead follow¬ 
ing an EU funding 
boost announced by 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

Over £7.7m from the 
Convergence European 
Regional Development 
Fund and the Targeted 
Match Fund has been 
approved. 

Together with funding 
from Bridgend County 
Borough Council, who 
will deliver the scheme, 
and the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, the town will be 
given a new lease of life, 
boosting commercial 
confidence and creating 
employment opportuni¬ 
ties in the area. 

Through the scheme, 
Court Road - traditional¬ 
ly the gateway into the 
town centre for visitors 
arriving by train - Nolton 
Street South, Merthyr 
Mawr Road North, 
Cheapside, Derwen Road 
and Cross Street will all 
benefit from improve¬ 
ments such as new street 
furniture, commercial 
property upgrades and 
heritage works. 

In addition, measures 
to improve pedestrian 
safety, accessibility and 
traffic management will 
also get under way. 

The new funding will 
enable further works to 
be carried out in Elder 


Street, where a regenera¬ 
tion project has already 
begun, including better 
links with the existing 
pedestrian area. 

Announcing the fund¬ 
ing package Business 
and Budget Minister Jane 
Hutt said: “Our success¬ 
ful management of EU 
resources ensures vital 
schemes such as this can 
be delivered to bring last¬ 
ing benefits to people, 
communities and busi¬ 
nesses. 

“This investment will 
create a better environ¬ 
ment and more opportu¬ 
nities which will increase 
prosperity for those with¬ 
in the town and beyond.” 

As part of the scheme, 
links between develop¬ 
ments and the heart of the 
town centre will also be 
improved to ensure easi¬ 
er access to local facili¬ 
ties and services.

“Improving the physical 
appearance of a town 
will increase the confi¬

Borough Council, said 
the funding would pave 
the way for an exciting 
new era of regeneration 
for the area’s largest 
town.

We have 
made good progress in 
Maesteg, and are delight¬ 
ed that our regeneration 
plans for Porthcawl are 
pressing ahead with the 
recent announcement of 
a preferred developer for 
the waterfront and the 
approval of European 
funds towards a scheme 
at the harbour. 

“We have achieved a 
great deal in Bridgend 
town centre in recent 
years, and this announce¬ 
ment of fresh funding of 
more than £9m will real¬ 
ly help us to accelerate 
our regeneration projects.

Skateboard park can go ahead 


THE go-ahead has at 
last been given for 
Porthcawl’s new 
skateboard park. 

Bridgend planners 
approved the plan after a 
nine-month marathon to 
get the proposals off the 
drawing board. 

Porthcawl Town 
Council came up with 
the scheme and provided 
half of the £90,000 fund¬ 
ing drawing down 
money from BCBC and 
other sources to plug the 

gap. 

Council leader David 
Deere said that he was 
delighted at the news 
and pledged that no 
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more time would be 
wasted: “We will be in 
touch with Maverick, the 
firm which is actually 
building the park for us, 
and I hope to see work 
under way on site by 
October. It’s just a 
shame that we could not 
have had it ready for this 
summer. But it’s a case 
of better late than 
never,” 

The park is being cre¬ 
ated on an open grassed 
area at Heol y Goedwig 
and the scheme had the 
full support of Coun 
Alana Davies, who rep¬ 
resents that area of the 


town on both the bor¬ 
ough and town councils. 

Months of delay to 
the scheme, which was 
first submitted for 
approval last November, 
have been caused by 
issues to do with noise 
levels and highway safe¬ 
ty. These issues were 
finally thrashed out at a 
meeting between 
Porthcawl councillors, 
borough members and 
council officers. 

Some residents 
objected to the plan 
because of fears about 
noise and disturbance 
and an increase in anti¬ 


social behaviour in the 
area. 

Planning officers have 
ruled out the objections 
stating that it would not 
generate adverse noise 
levels and there would 
be no lighting so there 
should be no noise prob¬ 
lems after darkness falls. 

Coun Davies said: 
“We have made some 
changes so I hope every¬ 
one is now happy. We 
need these type of facili¬ 
ties in the town, espe¬ 
cially in this part of 
town, for our own young 
people and also for 
young visitors.” 


Piccolo bar 
gets the 
green light 


Controversial plans 
to extend one of the 
kiosks on 

Porthcawl’s 
Esplanade have 
been approved by 
Bridgend planners 
- despite opposition 
from the town 
council and 

Porthcawl Civic 
Trust. 

The application, for 
the Piccolo bar, was 
lodged by the Sidoli 
brothers. At the moment, 
the kiosk has outdoor 
seating areas on both 
sides. 

They have now been 
given permission to 
extend the roof to cover 
this area on the eastern 
side of the kiosk and to 
fully enclose the seating 
area on the western side. 

This will be a flat- 
roofed glass structure 
with sliding doors. The 
tables and chairs will be 
located inside although 
the doors will be open in 
fine weather. 

A storage pod will 
also be provided to store 
the tables and chairs 
when not in use. 

The proposal was 
described in the report 
that went to the develop¬ 
ment control committee 
as creating extensions to 
the roof by “wrapping a 
new roof around the 
existing building just 
below eaves level and 
extending out a “thin 
floating canopy” to cre¬ 
ate two covered side 
areas. 

The report states that 
the design is “contempo¬ 
rary and minimalist” and 
the bright colour of the 
pod would highlight the 
“fun” of the resort. 

However, Porthcawl 
Civic Trust Society is 
not happy with the pro¬ 
posal. 

They were involved 
in the design of the two 
kiosks when they were 
built in the 1990’s and 
these have been built to 
a traditional Victorian- 
Edwardian style with 
pitched roofs, which 
members feel will be 
incongruous with the 
two extensions being 


proposed. Their observa¬ 
tions state: “The exten¬ 
sions contradict and 
totally ignore the princi¬ 
ples that were funda¬ 
mental to the concept of 
the Esplanade and the 
original design propos¬ 
als submitted by 
Porthcawl Civic Trust. 

“It was not the inten¬ 
tion that the kiosks 
should provide an inside 
seating area nor was it 
the intention that part of 
the pedestrian area 
should be occupied by 
tables and chairs.” 

Their report states 
that the flat roof and 
sheet glass of the exten¬ 
sions would be in con¬ 
flict with the architec¬ 
ture of the promenade 
and would harm the 
symmetry of the seafront 
design and character of 
this part of the 
Porthcawl Conservation 
Area. 

But in his report, 
planning officer David 
Llewelyn said that it was 
considered that the glass 
enclosure with a flat roof 
would be a contempo¬ 
rary design, which 
would provide a delicate 
building that would sit 
comfortably on the 
promenade, and would 
not have a detrimental 
effect on the conserva¬ 
tion area. 

Planners conceded 
that good quality design 
is crucial in the conser¬ 
vation area and near the 
Grand Pavilion, which is 
a listed building. 

The report went on: 
“It is considered that the 
proposed development 
would preserve and 
enhance the character 
and appearance of the 
conservation area and 
would not affect the pub¬ 
lic realm area of the 
Porthcawl Conservation 
area.” 

Permission was 
granted, subject to a 
series of planning condi¬ 
tions. 


THE manager of

RECORDS were smashed again at 
Porthcawl Comprehensive School when 
pupils in year-11 opened their GCSE results 
for 2010. 

A total of 231 pupils entered approximately 2,300 
examinations and achieved 580 A* or ‘A’ grade passes. 

In addition to this, the number of entries gaining 
grades at A*to C was more than 74 per cent.

VISITING COUNCILLOR HAILS GROUP’S WORK 


Creation’s success in 
Blaengarw leads way 
for others to follow 


AN ancient hilltop 
church is to be par¬ 
tially covered in 
lime slurry in a bid 
to prevent water 
getting into the 
building. 

St Cynwyd’s Church 
in Llangynwyd, which is 
a Norman church with 
later alterations, is have 
its tower coated in a lime 
slurry. The remainder of 
the building will be left 
in its original stone. 

There was a huge row 
in the village six years 
ago when the church was 
being renovated. At that 
time, Cadw were insist¬ 
ing that the tower was 
lime plastered and lime 
washed, but the plan was 
abandoned in the teeth of 
local opposition 

Work costing 

£250,000 was carried out 
to re-point the tower and 
replace lead work on the 
roof, as well as replacing 
rainwater goods. 

But Vicar Geraldine 
Blyth said that the work 
had not succeeded: 
“Cadw agreed that we 
could scrap the lime plas¬ 
ter and lime wash but it 
was against the advice of 
the architect at the time. 

“They let us have the 
money anyway, but the 
water is still pouring into 
the tower to the point 
where it is starting to 
cause major problems. 

“Unless we agree to 
coating the tower with 
lime slurry, which is 
thicker than lime plaster, 
we will have to move out 
within 10 years.” 

She commented that 
nobody wanted to see 
this done: “The tower 


will be a different colour 
to the rest of the church 
and this lime slurrying is 
a fairly new process 
which should last up to 
20 years. It is much 
thicker and will protect 
the tower from the rain. 

“We have been told 
that we must put a 
‘mackintosh’ over the 
tower to stop the rain 
from penetrating.” 

Rev Blyth said that 
CADW had agreed to 
grant more money so that 
the work can be done and 
they have also secured a 
grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund although 
the church also has to put 
up its own funds. 

The scheme is expect¬ 
ed to cost about £110,000 
and work will not start 
until next spring - after 
the threat of frost has dis¬ 
appeared. 

“I do not want to do 
this in my heart. I do not 
want the tower to look 
different to the rest of the 
church. It is a beautiful 
building and people 
come to visit from far 
and wide,” Rev Blyth 
stated. 

“But my head tells me 
that unless we do this 
work, we will have no 
church at all in 10 years. 
Our hearts must not rule 
our heads on this one.” 

She said that they also 
planned to take down an 
old Victorian chimney 
which was also letting 
water into the building. 

“Towers are causing 
huge problems to almost 
every church that has 
one. This church dates 
from the sixth century 
and has been built on a 
hilltop which means it is 


exposed to all weathers.” 

However, a local 
builder who was born 
and brought up within 
yards of the church, dis¬ 
agrees with the advice 
that the church has 
received. 

Glyn Budd, who has 
been closely involved 
over the years with the 
church and the church¬ 
yard, said that in his view 
the problem with the 
chimney started after the 
last work was done. 

“The chimney is orna¬ 
mental and made of 
dressed stone. They 
worked on the stonework 
alongside the chimney 
and I believe it may be 
something as simple as 
not putting the lead flash¬ 
ings back on. There was 
never any water coming 
in before.” 

He disagrees about the 
need for lime slurry: 
“The walls of the tower 
are about six feet thick at 
the base and then they 
taper as they go higher. 
The pointing that was 
done on the tower last 
time is not deep enough. 

“I was going there 
after the workmen had 
finished and testing it 
and it did not go deeply 
enough between the 


stones. That’s why the 
water is pouring in. 

“They might as well 
have thrown the 
£250,000 they spent last 
time down the drain. 
Water cannot go through 
dressed stone. It pene¬ 
trates through the mortar 
pointing unless it is thick 
enough.” 

Mr Budd agreed that 
lime will provide some 
protection against the 
elements and said that all 
the boundary walls in the 
village were lime washed 
at one time. 

“I used to go around as 
a kid helping to do it,” he 
said. “The old farmers 
always used to limewash 
their houses. But the lime 
will gradually come off - 
it will flake off and crack 
in the heat. It is not the 
answer,” he added. 

• A bat survey is being 
carried out at the moment 
before any work can take 
place to see if there are 
literally bats in the belfry. 

The church has also 
been spending money re¬ 
pointing the old bound¬ 
ary walls of the old 
churchyard and also 
rebuilding the boundary 
wall of the new section 
that abutts the Old House 
car park. 


A VALLEY com¬ 
munity organisa¬ 
tion which has 
transformed life 
for local residents 
is setting a lead for 
others to follow - 
according to a vis¬ 
iting Swansea 
councillor. 

Creation, which is 
based at Blaengarw 
Workmen’s Hall, is now 
recognised across Britain 
for its work in organising 
a community-led regen¬ 
eration in the valley. 

It was set up 10 years 
ago and has won nation¬ 
al awards for its work. 

Creation has just 
played host to Swansea 
city councillor Rene 
Kinzett, who came to see 
for himself what was 
being done in the valley. 

Coun Kinzett, who is 
leader of the 
Conservative group on 
the council, believes that 
Creation has things to 
teach not only other for¬ 
mer mining communities 


but even cities like 
Swansea: the “Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) should be con¬ 
gratulated for recognis¬ 
ing what Creation has 
done,” he said. 

“In deciding how to 
deliver its rural develop¬ 
ment strategy, BCBC has 
seen that Creation has 
helped revive employ¬ 
ment, well-being and a 
sense of cohesion and 
ambition in a community 
left stranded by the clo¬ 
sure of the mines. 

“Instead of barging in 
and imposing itself, 
BCBC has stood back, 
worked with Creation 
and allowed it to flourish 
and succeed in its own 
way. 

“lthough it has helped 
fund Creation’s work, it 
has trusted that commu¬ 
nity to know how best to 
face its challenges.” 

Mr Kinzett said that in 
Swansea, there was a 
tendency to take a top- 
down approach which 
missed the point that 
solutions to problems 


were more likely to be 
found in the community 
than in the civic offices. 

The visit to Creation 
was arranged by Suzy 
Davies, who has been 
active in community 
projects in the Brecon 
and Radnor area where 
she lives. 

She explained: “I vis¬ 
ited Creation earlier this 
year with a representa¬ 
tive of the Centre for 
Social Justice, which is 
an organisation that is 
increasingly influential 
in the formulation of 
government policy. 

“I was determined that 
the people from that 
organisation should 
come to Wales to meet 
some of the country’s 
most effective anti¬ 
poverty campaigners. 

“Creation shows what 
communities can do for 
themselves if they are 
powerful partners in 
their relationship with 
funding bodies rather 
then being bossed about 
and steered away from 
self reliance.” 

She said that Creation 
was doing what the gov¬ 
ernment has called for in 
its Big Society cam¬ 
paign. 

“Creation has created 
work, rebuilt community 
responsibility through 
time-banking and street 
ambassadors - just two 


examples of its work - 
and rediscovered a cre¬ 
ativity which pays divi¬ 
dends in so many ways. 
This village is alive with 
self respect.” 

Dawn Davies, who is 
chief executive of 
Creation, stated she was 
always happy for people 
to see what Creation and 
the people of Blaengarw 
have achieved. 

“Thirty seven groups 
and more than 700 indi¬ 
viduals in this small vil¬ 
lage are now benefiting 
from the Time Centre. 

“The number of sus¬ 
tainable jobs here has 
grown along with the 
number of people com¬ 
ing forward to volunteer 
and acquire skills. 

“But we are about so 
much more than job cre¬ 
ation. 

“We help people dis¬ 
cover that by making 
decisions together and 
taking responsibility, 
we’re all part of improv¬ 
ing our environment, 
making our community 
prosper and be proud of 
itself. 

“The story of 
Blaemgarw shows that if 
people are allowed to 
work with the council 
and other funders, then 
the results can be very 
impressive,” she con¬ 
cluded.

PLAID CYMRU’S 
Dr Ian Johnson has 
claimed that a con¬ 
sultation into 

whether the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Magistrates’ Court 
should stay open 
appears to be “a 
sham”. 

Dr Johnson, who is the 
Plaid candidate for next 
year’s Assembly elec¬ 
tions, pointed out that the 
administration changes, 
which will see Barry - 
based staff moved to 
other courts in south 
Wales, will come into 
effect in the same week 
as the consultation on 
keeping the court open 
comes to an end. 

Dr Johnson said: “This 
is a consultation which 
many people believe is a 
sham and is purely aimed 
at closing the Vale 
Magistrates’ Court in 
Barry. 

“The Conservative 
government’s timing of 
the consultation is 
appalling. We are several 
weeks away from the end 
of the consultation but 
getting information is 
very difficult due to the 
holiday season.” 

Dr Johnson said he 
was shocked to hear that 
administrative changes 
were continuing to be 
pushed through which 
would see staff moved 
out of Barry to other 
courts in south Wales. 

“This makes no sense 
as the consultation is ask¬ 
ing for opinions on the 
operation of a court 
which will be working 
very differently by the 
time that decisions are 
made on its future.” 

Dr Johnson demanded 
the coalition government 
re-think its plans. 

“These administration 
changes should be 


stopped now until a deci¬ 
sion has been made on 
the court’s future. 

“Justice should be 
served locally and the 
Vale should keep a fully 
operating magistrates’ 
court. 

“In the last three years, 
more than 20,000 cases 
have been heard there, 
and millions of pounds 
have been spent recently 
on upgrading the cells 
and the building, money 
that will be wasted if the 
court is closed.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said that rather than mak¬ 
ing political capital, Dr 
Johnson should reflect 
the fact that there was 
cross-party support in 
favour of keeping the 
court open. 

He said: “Local mag¬ 
istrates, charitable groups 
and I are doing all we can 
to respond to the consul¬ 
tation to show that there 
is a strong case for the 
Vale Magistrates’ Court 
to stay open. 

“It would be more 
helpful if Dr Johnson 
also responded to show 
that there is a cross-party 
approach on this issue. 

“Simply seeking to 
make party political 
points won’t save the 
court. Showing that 
costs will increase for the 
police if the court closes 
will have a much better 
impact. Shouting from 
the sidelines won’t get us 
anywhere.” 

Mr Cairns added: “I 
have another meeting 
with the magistrates 
scheduled for today 
(September 2) to ensure 
that we are co-ordinating 
our actions in the best 
way. 

“Responses need to be 
submitted to the Ministry 
of Justice by September 
15.”

Scott Pilgrim takes 
on this film critic - and slays him! 


B ritish 

director 
Edgar Wright 
has enjoyed a 
steady climb up the 
ladder from televi¬ 
sion to Hollywood. 

Having cut his teeth 
helming both series of 
cult (and well worth 
checking out) sitcom 


Spaced, Wright moved 
onto the big screen with 
Spaced star Simon Pegg 
for 2004's Shaun of the 
Dead and then with 
2007's Hot Fuzz. 

With a directing style 
that is resolutely his 
own, Wright has won 
many admirers in 
Tinseltown, and makes 
his American film bow 
with this graphic novel 


adaption, Scott Pilgrim 
vs The World. 

Scott (played by 
Michael Cera) is the 
bassist in Toronto band 
Sex Bob-omb, and his 
world is turned upside 
down when he meets 
Ramona Flowers (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead). 

Not only does he fall 
for her, he also discovers 
that if he wants to win 


her heart he’ll need to 
defeat her seven evil 
exes, a group who are 
intent on stopping Scott 
before he’s even start¬ 
ed... 

Scott Pilgrim... is not 
your usual boy-meets- 
girl romantic film; in 
fact, it’s not like your 
usual film full stop. 

Instead, it is a work 
that mixes and mashes

style and genres to 
dizzying effect, creating 
a film that is something 
wonderful to behold - 
and something that, 
while not to everyone’s 
tastes, is a jaw-dropping 
effort. 

Those unfamiliar with 
the source material (such 
as myself) need not 
worry, as there is little in 
the way of keeping the 
story strictly for the 
hardcore fanbase; 
instead, it whirrs by on 
the universal nature of 
the story, yet presents 
itself so uniquely that it 
burns into your brain, 
and much of this is 
down to Edgar Wright’s 
direction. 

Those versed in his 
work on Spaced will 
hardly be shocked by the 
genre hopping and abili¬ 
ty to cram so many ele¬ 
ments together, but Scott 
Pilgrim... is Wright, to 
steal a Spinal Tap parl¬ 
ance, turned up to 11. 

The danger, of course, 
if left untempered is that 
it would be easy for 
Wright to fall into the 
trap of being too self- 
indulgent, yet he shows 
both considerable cre¬ 
ativity and a pleasing 
level of restraint. 

Consider the action 
sequences (superbly han¬ 
dled by Wright, a rela¬ 
tive novice to the genre), 
with their zooms, fast 
cuts and special effects, 
and compare them to the 
quieter moments, such 


as Scott and Ramona's 
first ‘date’, and you can 
see that there is more to 
Wrights direction that 
just ‘wham-bam’. 
Instead, he shows he is 
just as capable of being 
loud and bombastic as is 
of being quiet and 
poised. 

He also makes a 
clever allusion to video 
games, specifically those 
of the 1990s. 

Treating the film as one 
long game, complete 
with extra lives and 
weapons, there is wit 
and tender homage in 
these moments that are 
wonderfully done, while 
the Batman-esque 
‘thwacks’ and ‘pows’ are 
similar humorous yet 
completely fitting. 

Wright’s direction is 
the tool that propels the 
film, its kinetic energy 
lending itself perfectly to 
the pacing of the film, 
and the screenplay, 
adapted by Wright and 
Michael Bacall, comple¬ 
ments the direction won¬ 
derfully well. 

Given the episodic 
nature of the story, the 
film could have been 
stop-start, yet there is 
enough going on, with 
several supporting char¬ 
acters given a pleasing 
level of importance, that 
it flows with ease. 

The cast are all very 
much up to the job in 
hand across the board, 
the performances hitting 
the spot and offering 


something memorable. 

With the majority of 
screentime, and numer¬ 
ous stunts and fights to 
pull off, Scott Pilgrim 
may be the most round¬ 
ed performance of 
Michael Cera’s career 
thus far. 

The character and per¬ 
formance engages 
throughout, and you are 
perpetually rooting for 
Pilgrim in his battle 
against the evil exes. 

As the object of his 
affection, Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead 
offers a winning turn as 
the mysterious newcom¬ 
er who becomes the cen¬ 
tre of Scott’s world. 

The actress’ turn is 
cool but with a huge 
degree of likeability, and 
hopefully, this film will 
show how skilled an 
actress Winstead is. 

The supporting play¬ 
ers all have their chances 
to shine in developed 
characters, from Kieran 
Culkin as Scott’s room¬ 
mate, Anna Kendrick as 
his sister, Ellen Wong as 
Knives Chau, and Mark 
Webber and Alison Pill 
as Scott’s bandmates. 

Meanwhile, the evil 
exes are played with glo¬ 
rious aplomb by the 
likes of Chris Evans, 
Brandon Routh and 
Jason Schwartzman 
1 lie re is nary a lacking 
performance in the film. 

If there is a complaint 
to be made about this 
film, it is that is so

unabashedly its own 
beast and plays by its 
own rules that it will 
cause those not sold on 
it to deem it a piece of 
work that is far too self 
indulgent and off-centre 
to work. 

Well, those may feel 
they have a point, but to 
do so would be over¬ 
looking a bravura film 
whose stylistic tics and 
headache-inducing visu¬ 
als are all part of the 
larger picture - and what 
a picture it is, as Scott 
Pilgrim vs The World is 
truly superb.

Porthcawl schoolgirl 
proves foreign language 
barrier can be broken!

A 14-YEAR-OLD 
Porthcawl Comprehensive 
pupil has achieved an out¬ 
standing result in her 
German GCSE, which she 
took two years early in 
year-9. 

Madeleine Williamson-Sarll, 
who sat the exam at St John’s 
School, attained the top A* grade, 
even though she was just 13 
when she sat most of the papers. 

Madeleine, together with her 
younger sister Felicity, has been 
raised bi-lingually by her mother 
Caroline, who tutored Madeleine 
at home before the exam. 

“We are absolutely thrilled 
with this result,” said Caroline. 
“Madeleine and her younger sis¬ 
ter Felicity have always shown an 
aptitude for German, as I have 
spoken it to them since they were 
babies, but it was still an enor¬ 


mous challenge for Madeleine to 
cover all the course material in 
such a short space of time. 

“I only started teaching her 
properly last autumn, so we had 
to cram a two-year syllabus into 
six months. I am immensely 
proud of the way Madeleine rose 
to the challenge at such a young 
age.” 

Madeleine said: “It was quite 
difficult having my mum teaching 
me at home - and there were lots 
of arguments along the way - but 
I’m glad I persevered now. The 
next challenge will be to keep my 
German ticking over until I reach 
the sixth form, as I’m hoping to 
study it at A-level.” 

Mrs Carol Clint, headteacher at 
St John’s, said: “We have a 
vibrant modem languages depart¬ 
ment here at St John’s, with all 
our pupils starting French at the 
age of four and German at eight. 


Mum Caroline also believes 
that Madeleine’s results prove the 
importance of learning a second 
language from a very young age: 
“I have stmggled to bring the 
girls up bi-lingually, as German is 
not my mother tongue - but this 
result proves that I was right to 
persevere. 

“I would urge other parents 
who can speak another tongue to 
do the same with their children. 

“We need to reverse the con¬ 
tinuing decline in foreign lan¬ 
guage learning in this country, 
which has reached all all-time 
low. 

“It’s not been an easy option - 
as well as maintaining the daily 
conversation in German at home, 

I have had to arrange regular 
“immersion” trips to Germany for 
the girls.
